Negotiated Peace? 


“ Each member . . . undertakes to respeet the sov ereignty , 
the independence, the unity and the territorial Integrity of the 
abov e-mentioned states and to refrain from any interference in 
their internal affairs.” 
This surely has a good ring to it as a possible “ honorable 
negotiated settlement” of the sort now being urged for South 
Viet Nam and all Southeast Asia by French President Charles 
de Gaulle, certain British taborites, leaders in India, and such 
figures as Sen. Frank Church of Idaho. 
There Is J ust one thing. The quoted pledge is part of the 
final declaration of J uly 21, 1954 , approv ed by most participants 
in the Genev a conference which that y ear formally ended 
France’s disastrous Indochina war against the Communist Viet 
Minh and gav e the Reds title to North Viet Nam. 
More than a decade later, the Reds’ Viet Cong guerrilla 
forces are deep in South Viet Nam, stirring hav oc on a rising 
scale that Vietnamese and American defenders today find diffi­ 
cult to eombalr-short of a widened war they do not want. 
A Communist adv ersary thus painfully adv anced in position 
through 10 y ears of effort hardly can feci the necessity for re­ 
flating or enlarging the shattered terms of 1954 and guarantee­ 
ing the neutrality and Independence o f South Viet Nam and its 
neighbors. 
Whether In Washington or Paris or elsewhere, any urging« 
for a negotiated settlement which env ision so happy an outcome 
for beleaguered Southeast Asia hav e about them an incredible 
unreality . Free world self-delusion seldom has reached higher 
heights of fantasy . 
Since when does a winning military side y ield all it has so 
laboriously gained and get nothing in return? 
It is the Reds, not we, who hav e the superior bargaining 
power In the present circumstance. Unless we should now begin 
to pummel North Viet Nam with crushing force, we are not In a 
position to win any thing ex cept some degree of surrender and 
•scape. 
The ev ents surrounding and quickly following the 1954 Genev a 
accords make plain they were a serious surrender. South Viet 
Nam was bom in a shadow that has only deepened. 
The late U.S. soldler-dipiomat, Walter Bedell Smith, faced 
the grim Genev a result: “ Diplomacy has rarely been able to 
gain at the conference table what cannot be gained on the battle­ 
field.” 
One day after the Genev a declaration. Ho Uhl Minh, the 
Viet Minh leader, pledged himself to “ liberate” South Viet Nam 
in the y ears ahead. 
The seeds of the Great Infiltration were planted as repatri­ 
ated Viet Minh guerrillas quietly left comrades and arms caches 
behind for another day . More came southward in the flood of 
86 0.000 refugees leav ing North Viet Nam. 
By 1957 , three y ears after Genev a, the Red driv e to take 
South Viet Nam was clearly under way . Perhaps luckily for the 
defenders, the 1958 election called for in the accords was nev er 
held. The Communists might v ery well hav e won. 
Only delusion could read hope and a balanced prospect of in­ 
dependence and neutrality into the documents of 1954 . Realistic 
diplomats suggested a free South Viet Nam would not last six 
months. 
Shored up by U.S. money and might. It has somehow sur­ 
v iv ed a decade of religious and tribal strife, gov ernmental In­ 
competence, the taint (not borne by the Reds) of association 
with the French colonialists—and the rav ages of a bewildering 
war. 
It will take more than bland imaginings of an “ honorable 
Settlement” to sav e this tortured piece o f Asian soil from the 
tightening grip of the North Vietnamese. A time of hard decision 
is here.

Virus diseases have thus far 
shown no inclination to be con­ 
trolled by antibiotics, but the 
search for other ty pes of drugs 
that will cure them goes on. 
In 19 57 a group in England 
added killed viruses to a cul­ 
ture of living cells. The dead 
viruses stim ulated the cells to 
produce a substance they called 
“ interferon.” Unlike the anti­ 
bodies that combat only one ty pe 
of virus, it appeared to combat 
all known viruses. 
Its effect is tem porary and 
a high concentration of ox y gen 
or the presence of cortisone ren­ 
ders it inactive. 
Work on this promising sub­ 
stance is continuing, but as 
y et no way has been found to 
produce 
more 
than 
a 
few 
ounces at a time and the cost 
is prohibitiv e. 
Other studies suggest that in 
some viral infections the fever 
helps to rid the body of the vi­ 
ruses. Thus, if no effort is made 
to bring the fever down, the 
course of the disease is short­ 
ened. 
A combination of vitamins B 
and C given intravenously was 
helpful in the treatm ent of viral 
hepatitis, infectious mononucle­ 
osis and viral pneumonia. 
There is hope 
that further 
study will show that this treat­ 
m ent will be of benefit in other 
viral diseases. 
The first sy nthetic drug that 
has been shown to 
cure a v irus 
disease was reported early in 
196 4 . The drug is idox uridine, 
and it cures a v iral ty pe of cor­ 
nea! ulcer. 
Other intiv iral drug* are now 
appearing. Methuarona hag been 


shown to protect unvaccinated 
persons who have been ex posed 
to smallpox . 
Amantadine provides similar 
protection against at least one 
t.\ pe of influenza. 
Other chemical agents that at­ 
tack viruses without damaging 
human tissues will be announced 
later. 
Q — What is Tandearil used 
for. How effective is it? 
A — Ox y phenbutazone (Tan­ 
dearil) 
is 
closely 
related 
to 
pheny lbut a/one 
( Butazolidin ). 
Both drugs are widely used to 
treat rheumatoid arthritis and 
other inflammatory diseases. 
These powerful drugs should 
be used « wily under close medi­ 
cal supervision, including per­ 
iodic blood counts. 
In properly selected patients, 
these 
prescription 
drugs 
are 
highly effective.

promotes

growth of hair on the face when 
used regularly .

In his foreword to “Crisis in 
World Communism,” Dr. Herbert 
Stein, director of research for the 
Committee for Economic Develop­ 
ment, (CED), points out that “the 
economic policy and performance 
of the Soviet Union is an inescap­ 
able 
part of 
the 
environment 
within which American economic 
policy must be made.” In its 
y ears of study ing American ec­ 
onomic growth, policy toward the 
less 
developed 
countries, 
and 
commercial 
policy , 
CED 
con­ 
tinually found that it had to make 
many 
judgments about the sig­ 
nificance of Soviet economics for 
the United States. 
F r a n k 
O’Brien’s 
study 
of 
“ Marx ism in search of efficiency ” 
stems from this long involvement. 
As a member of the resarch staff 
of CED Mr. O’Brien made ex ten­ 
sive studies 
of the 
voluminous 
material relating 
to the 
Soviet 
economy as it affects the West. 
This book is a summation and an 
interpretation of that material. 
O’Brien divides 
his study into 
three 
parts: I — Marx ism 
in 
search of efficiency ; II — Com­ 
munist 
man 
and his Marx ist 
world; and, III — the strategy of 
competitive coex istence. 


The book is up-to-date, taking 
cognizance 
of the deposition of 
Khrushchev and the new' govern­ 
ment organization. It is fully docu­ 
mented, and includes twenty sta­ 
tistical tables. 
PART I — Russia’s current 7- 
y ear plan — now in its final y ear 
—was intended 
to 
permit 
the 
USSR to catch up with and ex cel 
per capita output of the United 
States by 19 70. Its failure to “rush 
past the 
best achievements 
of 
capitalism,” however, has under­ 
mined the prospects of making 
Russian Marx ism a “ world way of 
life.” At the 
same 
time 
this 
failure is “ undermining Russia's 
authority 
within 
the 
Marx ist 
world” from East Europe to Red 
China. Consequently Soviet Rus­ 
sia and her allies are turning to 
the capitalist West for trade and 
methods of economic development 
as the only means available to 
them to overcome a deepening ec­ 
onomic-political 
crisis 
in 
the 
Marx ist world. 
O’Brien finds that the root of 
this crisis is “agricultural stag­ 
nation.” Russia, Red China and 
other communist countries con­ 
sequently have a “low-y ield, low- 
efficiency 
agriculture 
that 
is 
clamping a strangling hold upon 
general ability to advance ec­ 
onomically .” 


Industrial Growth 
At the same time 
the author 
finds that the industrial growth 
of the USSR is slowing down for 
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reasons of its own. The chief rea­ 
son is that Russia must now de­ 
pend on gains in efficiency , rath­ 
er than on the massing of idle 
resources, as in the past, for fur­ 
ther economic growth. In Russia, 
the Marx ist country that has tried 
it longest, Marx ism is not prov ­ 
ing to be an efficient sy stem of 
economic growth. 


The reasons for the economic 
inefficiencies now increasingly ev i­ 
dent in Marx ist countries are ex ­ 
amined and lead 
the author to 
ask; 


“ Can a planning sy stem reared 
on and geared to the amassing of 
economic resources for use in a 
relatively uncomplicated sy stem 
of production emphasizing mili­ 
tary and 
investment hardware 
change 
its fundamental 
way s? 
Can Soviet planners, under Marx ­ 
ism, find a way to adjust to the 
more complex and delicate task 
of developing an economic mech­ 
anism sensitive to the full range 
of human 
as well 
as 
national 
needs and desires? Can the Marx ­ 
ist command economy become 
a 
Marx ist response economy , af­ 
fable enough to learn of and cat­ 
er to the multitudinous and con­ 
flicting desires of its people for 
such things as pretty dresses, 
good housing, automobile trans­ 
portation, 
nice 
furniture 
a n d 
every thing else Communist Man 
will ex pect the affluent commun­ 
ist society to produce as well as 
the capitalist society produces? 
Or, can the Marx ist society be 
only an awkward giant, willy -nilly 
brutal, all nuts and bolts, no bells 
and bows?” 


Khrush’s Failures 
O'Brien believes 
that Khrush­ 
chev's failures 
to 
move 
fast 
enough toward successes in com­ 
petition 
with 
capitalism 
were 
among the causes of his downfall. 
His “ organization men” succes­ 
sors are try ing to reach the same 
goals Mr. K was — but with more 
open recourse to use of capitalist 
methods including private farm­ 
ing. price competition, profit mo­ 
tives, and trade with the West. 


PART II — After ex amining the 
“dy namics” of communist govern­ 
ment and international relations 
among communist countries, this 
section say s that as the passage 
of time diminishes the importance 
to Russia of having been first in 
the 
communist 
world, 
world 
Marx ist leadership comes to de­ 
pend more and more upon Rus­ 
sia being the foremast commun­ 
ist power in terms of 
military , 
scientific, and economic develop­ 
ment, and standards of living. 
This means that, to keep its place 
at the top of the communist na­ 
tions sy stem, Soviet Russia will 
strive to be well ahead of other 
Marx ist nations in making prog­ 
ress toward military and econ­ 
omic parity with the United States 
and 
equality with the U.S. stan­ 
dard of living. 


O'Brien ex amines 
the Marx ist 
bloc, including the development 
of, and reasons for, the Russian- 
Chinese quarrel, and concludes 
that from this quarrel has issued 
a “ specifically Asian Marx ism.” 
which 
could 
make 
“Chinese 
Marx ism” 
an 
approach 
“ more 
favorable (than Russia’s) to the 
economic development of popu­ 
lous, agricultural countries.” He 
sees Russia as attempting to win 
East European friendship and ec­ 
onomic collaboration through ec­ 
onomic integration in the Council 
for Mutual Economic Assistance, 
Russia’s answer to U.S.-European 
economic collaboration and the 
European Common Market. But 
he doubts its eventual success. 


Hostile Coex istence 


PART m — In this section 
O’Brien proposes that the object 
of Western 
policy 
toward 
the 
USSR should be to draw it out of 
“hostile coex istence” and into the 
free world sy stem of peaceable 
trade competition. To this end, he 
suggests that the 
U.S. open up 
trade with the USSR to the ex tent 
permitted by national 
security 
considerations. However, he con­ 
tends that large, long-term cred­ 
its should not be granted to the 
USSR. 


Figures on Sov iet trade with 
the underdev eloped countries of 
the free world are cited to show 
that the USSR’s aid program for 
these countries, begun in 1953, 
has resulted in economic assis­ 
tance from the 
underdev eloped 
countries to Russia, because Rus­ 
sia has receiv ed more goods from 
them than she has sent to them. 


In the final section of the study 
the USSR is ex amined as a model 
for economic dev elopment of the 
free world underdev eloped coun­ 
tries. It is pointed out that the 
Russian 
economy 
has 
b e e n 
planned and operated for the pur­ 
pose of rapid industrialization and 
preparation of national defense, 
not for the objectiv es of social 
welfare.

At NIU 
Is Record 


D EKALB — Northern Illinois 
University’s enrollment this sem­ 
ester is 11,916 students, « gain 
of 1,665 or 16.2 per cent over 
spring a year ago, Dr. George 
S. 
Pritchard, 
registrar, 
an­ 
nounced today. 


While setting a new spring 
semester 
registration 
record, 
Northern failed to show as big 
a student gain as in spring 1964 
and in fall 1964. 


Last spring’s 10,251 was a 1,* 
750 or 20.0 per cent increase 
over spring 1963 while last aut­ 
umn’s record 12,672 was a 2,035 
or 19 per cent jump over fall 
1963. 
This semester’s 11,916 repre­ 
sents a 6 per cent decline from 
the fall total. Enrollment nor­ 
mally declines from the firit to 
second semester at colleges all 
across the country. Pritchard 
said the NIU drop can usually 
be pegged at 6 per cent. 
The current second semester 
registration includes 9,835 un­ 
dergraduates 
and 
2,261 
grad 
uates compared with 8,205 and 
2,046 in spring 1963. 
Men still outnumber women. 
There are now 6,454 men and 5, 
462 women. Last spring the men 
women ratio was 5,505 to 4,746.

Probably we will never learn 
why the general discarded this 
speech and replaced it with one 
of the most bland ever delivered 
by an incoming chief executive. 
Moreover, the delivered speech 
was so edited that it offered only 
one recommendation “ and that 


one carefully phrased,” as it is 
put by Washington’s most famous 
biographer, D o u g l a s Southall 
Freeman. 
La y Dorma nt 
The first, unused speech lay 
dormant for a half-century after 
the general’s death. Then another 
biographer sliced the original 62- 
pager to bits and — without 
bothering to make any copy — 
gave them out to friends as 
Washington mementos. 
In more than a century since, 
only a fraction of the pieces have 
been recovered. The most recent 
scrap has Washington advising 
the United States to “give assur­ 
ances of our friendly dispositions 
to other Powers” ; to undertake 
treaties that seem wise, and to 
appoint 
to 
public 
office 
only 


those 
men 
"distinguished 
for 
morals and abilities.” 
Some of the speech excerpts: 
that we re found m the past are j 
more interesting. For example, i 
Washington wrote, but decidedi 
not to say, that because our coun-1 
try was “poor in the precious 
metals and comparatively thin of 
inhabitants,” 
Americans 
“may 
not for a long time to come 
make a brilliant figure as a na- j 
tion.” 
Instead, 
the 
first 
President j 
urged his countrymen to rec­ 
ognize their limitations and seek 
“happiness” rather than let “am- j 
bition” trick them into a search 
for “splendour” ! 
Washington called the infant 
Constitution “a complicated ma­ 
chine” in that never-delivered in­ 
augural 
address.

Other Scraps 
Other scraps of the mutilated 
speech show that Washington or­ 
iginally intended to urge inter­ 
national trade, better education, 
a controlled public debt, 
free 
mail privileges for newspapers 
and magazines and improvement 
of roads and canals. All the sug­ 
gestions were abandoned. 
In one touching passage of the 
never-given speech, the then 57- 
vear-old 
general 
declared. 
“I 
have prematurely grown old in 
the Service of my Country.” 
The line doesn’t appear in the 
address he eventually gave. “ I 
was summoned by my country,” 
lie said, 
“whose voice

never hear but with veneration

Some payments received by a 
taxpayer on account of illness 
or personal injury are not tax­ 
able income for Federal tax pur­ 
poses, E. C. Coyle Jr., Director 
of Internal Aevenue for the Chi­ 
cago District, said today. 


Th# law allows (subject to 
certain limitations) a taxpayer 
to exclude from income amounts 
received under a wage continu­ 
ation plan financed by his em­ 
ployer, when ho is absent from 
his job due to injury or sick­ 
ness. In this case the taxpayer 
must attach a statement to his 
return showing computation of 
the amount excluded, the dates 
of absence, and whether or not 
ho was hospitalized. 


Other types of payments that 
are not taxable are those made: 
1. For damages under a suit 
or in settlement of a claim un­ 


der Workman’s Compensation 
Acts, and under an Occident or 
health insurance policy on which 
the taxpayer pays the premiums. 
2. On account of a taxpayer’s 
contribution to an accident or 
health plan jointly financed by 
him and his employer. 
3. Under an employer-financed 
plan covering sickness or in­ 
jury to the taxpayer or his de­ 
pendents, if received as reim­ 
bursement for medical care, or 
as compensation for the perma­ 
nent loss or loss of use of a 
member or function of the body, 
or for permanent disfigurement. 
4. As pensions, annuities, or 
similar allowances to an indi­ 
vidual for injury or sickness re­ 
sulting from active service in 
the armed forces of any coun­ 
try, or in the United Stales 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, or 
in the U.S. Public Health Serv­ 
ice. or to his beneficiaries by 
reason of his death. 
Further information may be 
obtained from the Sterling office 
of the Internal Revenue Service, 
where J. D. Greenup it the 
agent-in-charge.

An unborn baby is 
not going to wait for that time- 
consuming drive either to Dixon 
or Mendota any longer than is 
the vital artery that has been 
severed or a broken neck. 
“ Each of these cases illustrates 
the fact that a God-given life is 
being risked to a much higher 
degree than what is really neces­ 
sary. The stakes are too high to 
gamble this way. A hospital such 
as Amboy's can .save precious 
time during which the elementary 
aid can be applied that may be 
as vital as the question of life 
or death itself. According to the 
American value set upon life, 
there is nothing more important 
than saving a life; thus, we can 
conclude, that at such times, the 
importance of this hospital would 
be immeasurable. 
“Amboy hospital is a necessity 
to this community, and if it should 
ever close its doors, the com­ 
munity would lose part of itself— 
an essential part—one so essential 
that it plays a definite role in 
maintaining the health of those 
it serves.

choice, how many people 
would choose to drive a greater 
distance to a neighboring hospital 
for an x-ray or some other minor 
treatm ent when they are within 
a few miles or could possibly even 
walk for medication?

a s patrons. Appreciation Of these 
facts would certainly be a neces­ 
sary step forward to a successful
